I have two things to add. First, Ms. George pointed out that on the second page of the proposed 
Order we sent, I inadvertently referenced a permanent injunction in paragraph 2 of the Order, which 
of course should be a preliminary injunction, and I wanted to point that out to the Court's attention.
